War Ends French Duelling

Caillaux fired into. the air. and d’Al- 
lieres fired into the ground.

It is attributed to the fact that so 
many Frenchmen like M, d’Allieres 
have shed their blood on the battle- 
field that the duel has been abandon- 
ed, and there is a well-defined senti- 
ment that it has come to an end for 
good and all, 

Some. credit the vaereg union” of 
parties and classes with fhis reform, 
while there are certain proofs that it 
is due to popular depreciation of per- 
sonal conflicts between Frenchmen 
while “the Germans are still at Noy- 
on.”

In some 
cases the disputants have both been 
combatants in the great war and will 
find it ridiculous to make a show of 
courage against each other after hay- 
ing already shown it together many 
times against a common enenty, 

If they are not both combatants, 
they wil..tee or both of them, have 
been heroes of the war, to whom 
public opinion will say: “No! No 
fighting! If, you are so thirsty for 
bod and so particular about honor, 
you would have taken your satisfac- 
tion out of the Germans,”

Then the drive on Serbia 
was begun to hold Turkey in line <s 
an ally and to enlist the aid, if pos- 
sible, of Bulgaria, Roumania and 
Greece. It held Turkey, but to small 
purposes. It won Bulgaria, but fail- 
ed to win the others; it left the situ- 
ation’ no better than. it was before, 
Hemmed in between the allied arm- 
ies in Greece and th potential hos- 
tility of Roumania, Bulgaria can be 
of no real service. Turning again to 
the western front, Verdun was as- 
Sailed, partly in the hope of a. moral 
victory and partly in order to demor- 
alize the plans for an Anglo-French 
offensive. Verdun has proved an- 
other failure. .It may. be taken, but 
tfon now, will have no. sig- 
t consequence for the fortunes 
of either side, and already ‘troops 
from the Verdun front have appear- 
ed in the>region of the Somme,

Huns Lose Trade 


Allies Will Secure Trade From Gev- 
many in Many Lands 


Interesting particulars of the man- 
ner in which the Allies are taking 
away German colonial trade and ex- 
tending their rule over newly-con- 
quered territory are given in a com- 
munication to the Trade and Com- 
merce Department from the High 
Commissioner in London, 

“As regards Samoa, which is in oc- 
cupation by New Zealand,” the re- 
port says, “trade is free except in so 
far as enemy firms are being liqui- 
dated. Trade has been seopened 
with Southwest Africa. Goods may 
be imported subject to’ the duties and 
tariff prevailing in the Union of 
South Africa. 

“In West Africa the whole of the 
Cameroons is nows regarded as terri- 
tory in friendly occupation for the 
purpose of trade. The Cameroons 
has been provisionally divided be- 
tween the British and French for ad- 
ministrative purposes intil a final 
settlement can be reached as to the 
conclusion of peace. The British 
sphere is being administered by the 
Government of Nigeria. 

“Togoland is under the adminisira- 
tion of the Gold Coast colony.”

ys of the war, they are not in it », 

now. I was in the retreat from Mons, 
so I reckoh I’ve seen ‘some of the’ 
fighting.” 
. “I got my packet Friday night,” he 
naded referring to his wounds. “We 
were pushed up to our front ine 
trenches early Friday morning. Long 
hefore: daybreak the guns were at it 
worse than ever, The noise’ fair 
drove some fellows daft, but the 
worst of all was waiting in the tren- 
ches for the order to charge. When 
that came. we were over the top like 
a lot of dogs tct loose. The ground: 
was churned up for miles, and the 
front of the German trenches simply 
smashed to bits; We got there un- 
der cover of smyke, and fairly rolled 
in. . I shall never forget the sight. 
The Germans were lying heaped up 
in all directions, and those who were 
«live showed no fight, but appeared 
to have gone ‘clean potty.’ 

‘Further on we got into the sup: 
ports, which had received a terrific 
smashing about, and it was there we 
had the scrap. At the last’ moment 
it seemed the Germans had rushed a 
crowd of chaps in, and they had hid- 
den themselves in shell holes and 
were taking pot shots at us. We 
rushed them with the bayonet and 
bombs, and some of them put up a 
good fight. I had one fellow in 
front of me, and felt myself a ‘goner,’ 
for I tumbled over some wire, when 
one of our chaps got his bayonet into 
him, The next second a German 
‘outed’ my chum, ‘Never fear, Jock," 
he said, ‘you dis the same trick for 
me once. That chap’s left a wife 
and six bairns away up North,” added 
the Scot. 

Asked how he received his wounds 
the Scot became somewhat bashful, 

“Oh, one of the Huns got in at 
me,” he replied. Another wounded 
hero, however, took up the narrative. 
“He fair tumbled into a hole where 
there was half a dozen of 'em. hid- 
ing,” said the second men. “Jock 
comes of a fighting race and he guve 
the Huns a bit for hiding.”—London 
Telegraph.”

‘Weather is closely related to wind, 
which in turn is related to pressure 
and temperature. ~The atmospheric 
Bg ele Met acghnd ofthe earth 
is “about fifteen potinds per square 
inch. -harometer, however, re- 
veals that this. is not constant, but 
varies from time to time, This varia- 
tion to a great extent, determines the 
weather, 

In this latitude winds do not blow 
in’a straight line, but in great spiral 
whirls, Sometimes they blow outward 
from a centre of high pressure, some- 
times inward to an area of low pres- 
sure, 

“When the barometric reading is 
high, the observer is in a high pres- 
sure area, and the centre of an. out- 
Mowing spiral whirl. No wind blows 
here, or very little; for the reason 
that’the movement of the air is down- 
ward from the dry regions far away 
from the earth, The regions over 
which this wind blows also will have 
fine weather, for there ‘will be no 
-moisture in the atmosphere and hence 
no clouds to obscure the sunshine. 

A good barometer is essential. Two 
kinds. are in use, the mercurial and 
the aeriroid, The latter is the more 
delicate, differences of pressure being 
sometimes observed in transferring 
it from the floor to a table. A cheap 
instrument is no better than the pro- 
verbial donkey's tail; when it is wet 
you know it is raining, 

The meteorological department at 
Ottawa collects information from the 
entire continent concerning the 
movement of areas of different pres- 
sure. Thus, they are enabled to 
forecast future weather conditions 
with a fair degree of accuracy. 

The following sky signs are 
often of value: 

Rapidly-moving clouds are a sign 
of worse weather than slowly-mov- 
ing ones, 

Hard edged clouds are a si 
wind, 

Che softer the clouds appear, the 
less wind may be expected, but per- 
haps more rain. 

After a spell of fine weather the 
approach of wispy or feathery clouds 
followed by an overcasting of murky 
vapor is a sure sign of rain, 

rosy sky at sunset, whether 
clear or cloudy, indicates fine wea- 
ther; a red sky in the morning, bad 
weather, 

A high dawn indicates wind; a low 
dawn fair weather. A high dawn is 
where the sun appears above a bank 
of cloud;' a ‘low dawn where the 
streaks of light are very low down. 

A misty morning 
often followed by a fine warm day. 

Remarkable> clearness of the at- 
mosphere near the ‘horizon is a 
sign of rain. or wind, 
good “hearing” day.

“The first time I saw Schwab. he 
was a bare-footed boy at Loretto.

Small Nation Decided on Prepared- 
ness Before Present. War. 


For a long time Holland resisted 
universal military ‘service. She de- 
pended on professional or volunteer 
soldiers as more in accordance with 
her great democratic traditions. But 
several years before this war the 
Hollanders came to a realization of 
the folly of trusting to a “citizen” 
army to be raised after war began. 
Military service now devolves equally 
on all’citizens, although there are ex- 
emptions of certain specified classes.

Infantile Paralysis 
No Need for Excessive Alarm—Far 
Less Fatal Than Tuberculosis. 


Several facts should be borne: in 
mind in connection with the epidemic 
of infantile. paralysis, technically 
known a8 poliomyelitis. 

Its infectioushess is the most im- 
portant element in the situation, No 
certain cure has yet been discovered. 
Once the disease is contracted, it has 
to run its course. All the physi- 
ciati’s efforts must be spent in taking 
preventive’ mCasurés. he . infection 
is probably caused by a virus which 
penetrates through. the nose and into 
the body, and indirectly brings about 
a deterioration of the nerve cells of 
the spinal cord and brain. This, in 
turn, causes the muscular paralysis 
from which poliomyelitis derives its 
popular name, ‘This virus, it has been 
well established, .is present in the 
nose and throat and respiratory org- 
ans of persons afflicted, and can then 
be expectorated or breathed out, 
Flies, bedding, clothing, ‘anything 
that comes in contact with or. near 
an infected person, may become a 
carrying agent. Unfortunately, the 
presence of the disease is hard to de- 
tect in its early stages, while the pa- 


tient is still moving about and com-| 


ing in contact with other people. The 
symptoms are not well defined, but 
often resemble those of) typhoid. The 
diagnosis is difficult,- especially as 
parents do not always realize that

tariff. Why not produce it at home, 
on cheap lands for an open or eyen 
protected market and of a quality 
that itself can defeat competition? 
The Alberta kernel is very plixip, 
bright and attractive. 


In relation to the general work of 
farm seed production in Alberta the 
, bulletin. contains the following inter- 
‘esting paragraph: 

“Independent of local or tempor- 
ary conditions which favor the pre. 
duction of seed there are gencral and 
fundamental reasons why the special 
work of seed production over tlic 
whole series of field crops should 
|become thoroughly established in 
the province. S is a recognized 
principle in seed production that the 
farther north a crop can be made to 

row bountifully and mature satis- 

actorily the better constitutioned the 
seed is. This has already been de- 
\monstrated in Western Canada with 
respect to the cereals. Alberta Red 
advanced perceptibly on the Turkey 
Iveé from Kansas as to size of ker- 
nel, quality of content and weight per 
bushel, The Alberta oat has prac- 
tically made a new standard of 
weight per bushel fashionable for the 
greatest of feed grains. Good seed 
is the first condition to successful 
production of crops. Alberta cereals 
are already finding their way ¢ast 
and south through wholesale seed 
houses, The value of seed is a 
{question of constitution depending 
/upon symmetry and_ perfection in 
| kernel. The recognized plumpness 
of the Alberta timothy kernel is the 
|\latest evidence of the fitting and in- 
evitable survival of northern grown 
iseed, There is every reason to ex- 
|pect that we shall have a general de- 
lyelopment in the special production 
jof seed in all field crops . including 
|cereals, grasses and alfalfa. The 
combination of advantages represent- 
led in cheap land, suitable soil and
